Also, 
many of the practicing doctors are not ou the subscription lists for medical 
periodicals, this sit oat Ion in Itself Is serious; in addition many organi- 
zations — for example the Central Dermo-Veneteal Institute, Ministry of 
Lerootologloal and Tenexeal Diseases USSR hare made no effort to publicize 
new modloal discoveries. 

The Therapeutic and Prophylactic Administration must impress its 
agencies with the importance of promulgating any news of new medical 
preparations, and must make every effort to facilitate rapid acceptance in 
medical practice. 
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
